MOUNTAIN VIEW, Calif. I UPI I - The 
unmanned Pioneer 10 spac-ecraft today crossed 
the orbit of Mars — the goal of the longest 
previous space missions — on its 620-iniltTon 
mile journey to the mysterious planet Jupiter. 

f^on'eer 10, now lS5-million miles from Earth, 
then rushes aj 67,500 miles an hour into the 
■"Wrraplored reaches of the solar system. 

Controllers at NASA's Ames Research Center 
said the spacecraft safely crossed the . 
dangerous "great galactic ghoul" despite 
encountering more meteoroids and dust 
particles than expected. 

TVie area, just inside the orbit of Mars, has 
clauned two spacecraft bound for the planet and 
caused a third to halt communications foe seVen 
hours. Scientists believf all three incidents were 
caused by the impact ' Of high velocity 
meteoroids.

Dear Dr Thosteson: My 
husband has ^lebitis in his left 
leg and has been- home from 
work for six weeks. He is under 
ductor's care, and can't 
understand why it takes so long 
to overcome it. - Mrs. J K. 

Six weeks is a long time to be 
laid up with phlebitis, but there 
can be reasons. It may depend 
in part on what kind of work he 
does 

Phlebitis is inflammation of 
the wall of j vein, usually, in the 
leg. and quite commonly 
related to varicoSe veins - one 
of .several rcason^fnr taking 
care of "v'iiricose veins before 
they get too bad 

But there are various other 
causes, injury, leg muscle 
strain, infection. blood 



If varicose veins are present, 
they shoukUie. removed as soon 
as the phlebitis improves; 
otherwise, a recurrence o( the 
phlebitis is likely.

The project usually utilizes 
former nurses,- Who have 
married. rural residents and are i 
not likely to move from the area 
where they ar^ living, he said.

In its effort to improve 
delivery of health care, Gerdes 
said the center usually works 
through local education and 
health related organizations.

It< was 
feared then that the Egyptian 
pharoh woUld know exactly how • 
many yebrews to hunt down. 

"We simply told the chief 
rabbi that we weren't counting 
heads, but air," census official 
Micha Ijmor said Tuesday, 

"It wa<; a Talrriudic battle 
with the Orthodox, bill - we 
convinced them to cooperaje" 
when we explained thal_^ our 
computers don't count .people, 
but'' the holes of computedzed- 
punch cards," Umor said. 

It . wasn't' quite so easy to 
organize the counting of Is- 
papT's wandering Bedouin 
Arabs, he said. "They've got a 
neigh txjrhood, no street address 
and no telephones out in_ the 
desert" 



Census officials first had to 
finj i tribal sheiks and hold a 
Bedouin pow-wow to tliscuss the 
matter. 

"Tl\ey came by camel, on 
donkeys mid ■ by ' foot _ to 
meetings we had, " Ijiiior .sjiul. 

1'he trilial heads agreed In, 
participate in the census when 
.officials_esplained that knowing 
how many Bedouin,jWandered 
about itending sheep and goat 
herds'woulii mean more ijwney 
for jicho'iils, medical care and 
social services. 

"Tliey we^t_back to their 
tribes and announcfd that on a 
different day eaeh tribe would 
gather somewhere for it meet- 
ing. We would be invited, and 
then coulii do our countings," 
Umor said. 

Only Israelis, Arabs and Jews 
.will be questioned in the census 
—not residents of territory 
Israel-oetui))iL'd in the 1967 six- 
diiy war.
